A  Whether  we  made  any  demands  or  not,  I  believe 

he  showed  us  all  the  telegrams  that  came  in. 

Q  All  of  them? 

A  In  so  far  as  I  believe,  I  think  he  showed 


us  all  of  them.

0SHB!A  from  time  to  time  went  to  see  Ambassador  TOGO, 
requested  that  you  be  shown  particular  telegrams,  and 
were  shown  them? 

A  I  can't  quite  reply  to  that  question  because
